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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 


ARGENTINA:    The  Argentine  Government  has  announced  that  it  will 
buy  the  new  wheat  and  flaxseed  crops  at  the  same  prices  and  tinder  the 
same  conditions  as  those  prevailing  for  the  19^1-^2  crop.    Purchases  by 
the  Grain  Board  will  begin  December  15,  and  growers  delivering  their 
crops  to  the  Board  will  bind  themselves  to  reduce  next  year's  acreage 
by  10  percent. 


BRITISH  SfEST  INDIES:    Acreage  planted  to  Sea  Island  cotton  is 
reduced  from  21,009  acres  in  I9U1  to  17,130  in  I9U2.     The  Marie  Galante 
variety  normally  accounts  for  an  additional  5.000  to  6,000  acres. 


FRENCH  TOGO:     The  19U1-U2  cotton  crop  was  estimated  at  26,750 
bales  (of  U78  pounds),  nearly  all  of  which  had  been  exported  by  the  end 
of  October  19U2.     Eapok  production  in  this  Colony  in  I9U1-U2  was 
estimated  at  200  metric  tons,  only  half  of  'which  has  been  exported. 


BRAZIL:    Temporary  prohibition  of  slaughter  of  cattle  for  exoort 
in  the  States  of  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  as  extended  by  Minis- 
terial Order  No.  15  of  November  7.  19^-2.  will  probably  reduce  estimated 
production  of  canned  corned  beef  and  other  canned  beef  for  the  last 
quarter  of  I9U2  to  the  following  quantities,  with  earlier  estimates 
given  in  parentheses:     Canned  corned  beef,  2,UlO,000  pounds  (12,180,000); 
other  canned  beef,  163,000  pounds  (560,000).    Production  for  the  year 
19^2  is  now  estimated  as  follows,  with  percentage  of  preceding  year  in 
parentheses:    Canned  corned  beef,  156,02U,000  pounds  (ll6  percent); 
other  canned  beef,  3t^9^,00O  pounds  ( 137  percent).     Exports  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  I9U2  have  been  as  follows,  with  figures  for  the 
entire  year  I9U1  in  parentheses:     Canned  corned  beef,  113,831,000  pounds 
(129,961,000);  other  canned  beef ,  1,071,000  pounds  (1,967,000). 
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SWITZERLAND  HARVESTS  LARGER 
BREAD-GRAIN  CROPS  .   .  . 

Switzerland's  bread-grain  crops  in  1942  are  reported  to  be  above 
the  1941  production,  estimates  of  which  were  only  recently  received  in 
the  Office  of  Eoreign  Agricultural  Relations.     The  current  crop  is  said 
to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  to  have  been  harvested  under  exceptionally 
favorable  conditions.     Hay  crops  were  also  benefited  by  favorable 
weather,  and  in  many  places  a.  third  hay  prop  was  cut.     The  recently  re- 
leased estimate  of  the  grain  harvest  in  1941  shows  substantial  increases 
in  both  area  and  production  for  all  grains.

There  wa.s  a  steady,  if  small,  increase .  in  the  cultivation  of 
grains,  between  1934  and  1939,  with  a  more  pronounced  gain  in  1940  and 
1941,  but  despite  these  increases  the  country  is  reported  to  be  still 
dependent  on  imports  for  about  two-thirds  of  its  food-grain  requirements. 
In  order  to  achieve  greater  self-sufficiency,  the  Government  has  adopted 
in  recent  years,. various  policies  to  increase  production*    Under  powers 
granted  it  in  April  1939,  high  acreage  quotas  were  set -for  both  grains 
and  fodder,  supplemented  by  a  price  and  sales  policy  designed  to 
recompense  growers  for  the  required  acreage  shifts.   

As  the  shipping  outlook  .became  less  favorable,  .however,  the 
Government  revised  its  policy  and  adopted  a  program,  .known  as  the  Wahlen 
Plan.     It  has  as  its  goal  the  production  within  the  country  of  sufficient 
quantities  of  food,  and  feed  to  provide,  with  existing  stocks,  a  minimum 
of  the  country's  requirements  in  calories.    This  is  planned  through  im- 
proved yields,  deforestation,  reclaimed  land,  and  cultivation  of  pasture 
lands.     It  provides  for  a  great  extension  of  cultivated  area  and  plans 
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an  increase  in  grain  area  from  257,000  acres  in  1940  to  an  eventual  area 
of  519,000  acres.    The  plan  was  to  be  fulfilled  within  4  years,  and  at 
rc  re  sent,  after  2  years  of  operation,  much  has  "been  accomplished.    An  ad- 
ditional 247,000  acres  for  all  crops  are  planned  for  production  in  1943. 
Whereas  the  results  of  the  past  2  years  were  accomplished  largely  by  a  - 
shift  from  grazing  lands,  future  extension  is  said  to  be  planned  by  put- 
tins  new  land  into  cultivation,  and  in  order  to  achieve  the  aim,  much 
marsh  land  is  expected  to  be  drained  and  cultivated. 

The  daily  per-capita  bread  consumption  has  increased  during  the 
past  2  years  to  compensate  for  the  decrease  in  the  supplies  of  some  other 
foods.    Normal  per-capita  consumption  was  placed  at  175  grams,  which  is 
estimated  to  have  increased  to  275  grams  as  other  basic  foods  were  ra- 
tioned.    In  view  of  shipping  difficulties,  it  was  considered  advisable 
to  protect  existing  stocks  by  instituting  bread  rationing,  and  it  was 
put  into  effect  October  16  of  this  year.    Under  the    resent  ration,  225 
gram's  are  alio ted  as  a  normal  diet,  with  different  allotments  set  for 
various  age  groups  and  conditions  of  labor.    Bread  grains  are  at  present 
supplemented  by  potato  flour,  and  regulations  require  that  bread  be  2 
days  old  before  being  placed  on  sale. 

Fixed  prices  have  been  set  on  all  grains  of  the  1942  crop,  and  in 
all  cases  the  prices  are  above  those  of  1941.     Regulations  require  that 
the  total  domestic  production  of  bread  grains,  mixtures  of  barley  or  oats 
with  bread  grains,  and  stocks  carried  over  from  previous  crops  be  de- 
livered to  the  Government.    The  regulation  provides  :for  a.  reserve'  for 
utilization  as  food  and  seed  on  the  farm  where  grown,  and  this  grain 
must  be  milled  at  nearb;/  mills,  where  a  record  of  all  transactions  will 
be  kept.     The  use  of  such  grain  for  feeding  is  prohibited.    Teed  grains 
are  also  subject  to  delivery  covering  the  current  crop  and  reserve  stocks 
on  hand.     Of  his  supply  the  producer  may  retain,  for-  fa.rm  feeding'  the 
minimum  amount  required  for  feeding  until  the  next  harvest.  '  '

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UNITED  KINGDOM'S  1942  GRAIN  CROPS 
ABOVE  PREVIOUS  ESTIMATE  .  .  . 

Production  of  the  1942  cereal  crops  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  now 
placed  above  the  former  estimate  of  record  outturns,  according  to  a  cable 
received,  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,    With  wiieat 
production  estimated  at  94.9  million  ""bushels  and  acreage  at  2,523,000 
acres,  the  yield  per  acre  reaches  the  high  figure  of  37.3  bushels,  in 
comparison  with  the  1932-1941  average  of  34.2  bushels.    Barley  production 
is  now  estimated  at  66.7  million  bushels  from  1,529,000  acres.     The  re- 
sultant yield,  per  acre  of  43.6  bushels  is  considerably  above  the  p  re- 
harvest  estimate  of  41.3  bushels  and  compares  with  the  10- year  average  of 
38.5  bushels.     The  oats  crop  is  placed  at  249.3  million  bushels,  or  50.3 
bushels  per  acre,   compared  with  the  10— year  average  of  57.6  bushels. 

Crops  of  this  size  will,  of  course,  reduce  the  United  Kingdom's 
dependence  on  grain  imports  considerably,  and,   in  the  case  of  oats,  it 
would  appear  that  the  current  crop  is  well  above  the  average  consumption. 
Barley  production  falls  about  13  million  bushels  short  of  the  average  ap- 
parent utilization  during  1935-1939.     Despite  the  good  wheat  crop,  re- 
quirements will  still  depend  largely  on  imports,  since,  on  an  average, 
less  than  25  percent  of  needs  are  filled  through  domestic  production. 

A    further  increase  in  wheat  acreage  is  expected  and  the 
area  for  next  year's  crop  may  be  increased  by  about  25  percent,  compared 
with  the  acreage  in  1942.     Cultivation  and  fall  seeding  were  accomplished 
under    favorable  circumstances  during  early  October,  hat  wet  we-ther 
nampered  la,ter  operations  somewiiat.    Early-sown  whea,t  is  reported  to 
have  germinated  well.

II  TUNG  CROP  IN  1943  .  .  . 

Argentine  tung  production  is  expected  to  "be  around  3,300,000 
pounds  in  1943  if  growing  conditions  continue  to  "be  satisfactory.  This 
optimistic  estimate  is  based  on  the  belief  that  the  blossoms  this  sea- 
son have  already  passed  the  danger  of  damage  from  frost.     The  1941  and 
1942  crops  amounted  to  only  220,000  and  100,000  pounds,  respectively, 
because  frosts  occurred  when  the  trees  were  in  bloom.     If  production 
turns  out  as  now  indicated, it  is  believed  that  Argentina's  export 
surplus  of  tung  oil  may  be  as  high  as  2,000,000  pounds. 

The  tung  industry  is  comparatively  new  in  Argentina.     It  i s 
confined  primarily  to  the  Territory  of  Mi  si ones  and  to  an  adjoining 
district  in  the  Province  of  Corrientes  in  the  extreme  no the astern,  part 
of  the  Republic.    This  region  is  semi tropical  in  character  with  rain- 
fall from  53  to  60  inches  ,  annually.     Tenperatures  range  from  light 
frosts  in  the  winter  months  to  a  maximum  of  103  degrees  in  the  stunner. 
Spring  frosts  in  1940  and  1941  introduced  a  major  climatic  hazard  that 
was  not  foreseen  when  plantings  were  made. 

During  the  past  3  years  plantings  have  become  general  throughout 
Misiones,  and  large  acreage  have  been  set  out.     In  some  of  the  initial 
plantings  poor-yielding  seed  and  poorly  formed  young  trees    were  used. 
Emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  securing  high  uniform,  yields  by  seed 
and  plant  selection,  as  well  as  by  expert  budding  and  grafting.     Due  to 
the  varying  ages  of  the  trees  on  most  plantations,  it  is  difficult  to 
secure  data  on  actual  yields.     One  plantation  of  50  acres  set  cut  in 
1931  had  a  production  of  about  220,000  pounds  of  dried  fruit  in  1940. 
This  is  equivalent  to  4,400  pounds  per  acre. 

One  of  the  harvesting  problems  in  Misiones  is  the  difficulty  of 
drying  the  fruit  after  it  falls  from  the  trees.    As  rains  are  frequent 
during  the  harvesting  period  (April-June)  drying  on  the  ground  is  un- 
successful.    On  some  plantations  racks  have  been  built  to  dry  the  fru.it. 
This  has  not  solved  the  problem,  however,  because  the  racks  are  un- 
covered, and  when  rains  occur,  the  partially  dried  fruit  absorbs  moisture. 
Growers  feel  that  the  development  of  an  artificial  method  of  drying 
would  be  a  great  help.'  It    has  been  stated  also  that  if  machinery  could 
be  developed  that  would  remove  the  hulls  from  the  fruit  in  the  orchards, 
thereby  eliminating  about  half  the  weight  and  more  than  half  the  volume 
of  the  fruit,  the  difficulty  of  drying  would  be  greatly  simplified. 

There  are  three  mills  pressing  tung  oil  in  Argentina.     Only  two 
of  them  are  located  in  the  producing  region.    One  of  the  two  was  built 
primarily  to  handle  the  fruit  from  a  plantation  of  100,000  trees,  but 
it  is  now  purchaser  also  of  small  amounts  of  fruit  from  other  growers 
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in  the -locality.     The  other  mill,  located  at  Santo  Pipo,  has  "been 
obtaining  the  bulk  of  its  supplies  by  boat  from  producing  districts  along 
the  river.     The  third  mill  is  at  Corrientos,  about  250  miles  down  the 
Parana  from  Misiones.     This  mill  is  supplied  entirely  with  frj.it  purchased 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  territory  and  shipped  to  the  port  of  Corrientes. 

Argentina's  last  imports  of  tung  oil  were  in  1933.     Since  that  time, 
consumption  has  "been  adjusted  to  domestic  production,    Wholesale  prices 
for  oil  in  1940  and  1941  varied  from  3.0  to  3. 5  pesos  per  kilogram  (40.5 
to  47.3  cents  per  pound).    As  a  result  of  th  short  crop  in  1942  prices 
have  reached  7.0  pesos  per  kilogram  (94.5  cents  per  pound).     Trade  sources 
state  that  the  domestic  market  would  have  difficulty  in  consuming  more 
than  500,000  pounds  of  tung  oil  at  a  price  as  nigh  as  3."  pesos  (44.6 
cents),  but  that  local  consumers  could  easily  absorb  from  SCO, 000  to 
1,000,000  pounds  at  2.0  pesos  (27.0  cents).

Growers  recognize  that  the  future  success  of  the  Argentine  tung— oil 
industry  7,111  depend  upon  their  ability  to  produce  at  world-market  prices. 
Many  of  txiem  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  industry  would  be  profitable  even 
at  sharply  lower  prices  than  tnose  that  have  prevailed  to  data. 

Tnere  is  considerable  dissatisfaction  ^>mong  growers  because  of  the 
price  margins  and  buying  methods  practiced  by  the  oil  mills.    Plans  are 
now  being  mad_e  to  form  a  growers'  organization  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  expressing  the  oil  on  a  customs  or  p ri ce-por-ton  basis.     Many  growers 
nave  stated  that  tung  production  would  be  an  attractive  industry  at  prices 
of  100  pesos  per  metric  ton  ($27.00  per  short  inn)  of  dried  fruit.  One 
grower  stated  that  if  he  could  be  assured  of  a  market  for  dried  fruit  at 
80.0  pesos  ($21.50)  he  would  plant  his  entire  plantation  to  tung  trees. 
By  better  seed  and  tree  selection,  by  attainment  of  good  average  yields 
per  tree,  and  with  more  satisfactory  methods  of  drying,  expansion  w ould 
undoubtedly  continue  at  prices  of  80.0  to  100.0  pe^os  per  ton  for  fruit 
in  Misiones,  it  was  stated.

The  1942—43  cotton  crop  in  Venezuela,  picked  during  November-March, 
is  estimated  at  24,000  bales  (of  478  pounds)  compared  with  14,200  in 
1941-42  and  13,400  in  1940-41.    Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
placed  the  planted  area  for  1942-43  at  49,000  acres,  or  19,000  higher  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.     The  steady  upward  trend  in  production  is  at- 
tributed largely  to  Government  efforts  to  encourage  cotton  cultivation. 
In  addition  bo  the  provision  of  such  aids  as  irrigation  works,  production 
loans,  ginneries,  experimental  stations,  selected  seed  for  planting,  ?nd 
insecticides,  the  Government,  in  1938,  guaranteed  to  cotton  growers  a 
minimum  price  of  70  bolivars  p  .r  46  kilograms  (20.60  cents  per  pound) 
f.o.b.  spinning  mill.    On  October  14,  1942,  this  price  was  increased  to 
75  bolivars  (22.08  cents)  for  all  grades  of  domestic  cotton. 

Private  sources  in  Venezuela  have  estimated  the  cost  of  producing 
cotton  at  270  bolivars  per  hectare  ($32.50  per  acre),  exclusive  of  trans- 
portation costs.     The  average  yield  of  lint  cotton  per  a.cro  was  estimated 
at  232  pounds,  making  an  average  production  cost  per  pound  of  about  14 
conts.    Thus,  farmers  were  enabled  to  secure  a  net  -profit  of  around  6 
cents  per  pound  (or  $14.50  per  acre)  for  the  1941  crop.     Income  from  cot- 
tonseed is  not  included  in  the  above  figures.    Vuiezuelan  cotton  growers 
are  also  protected  by  a.  prohibitive  import  duty  of  2  bolivars  per  kilo- 
gram (27.08  cents  per  pound).     Thus,  profits  from  cotton  growing  in     •  ■  -  . 
Venezuela  appear  to  be  sufficient  to  encourage  acreage  expansion,  despite 
irregular  climatic  conditions  and  insects  (in  earlier  years)  that  sometimes 
caused  near  crop  fail-ares.     Seed  for  planting  (Doltapino  -  about  1-1/4.  -  • 
inch  fiber)  is  being  imported  each  year  from  the  United  States  to  grad—  ■ 
ually  replace  the  native  varieties.     The  principal  producing  areas  are 
in  til-:-  States  of  Aragua,  Carabobo,  and,  more  recently,  in  Portugese.,  all 
in  northwestern  Venezuela. 

Venezuela's  six  local  cotton  mills  were  expected  to  consume  about 
18,800  bales  during  1942  compared  with  19,600  in  1941.     If  raw  cotton 
supplies  in  1943  are  sufficient  to    maintain  the  current  rate  of  mill  ac- 
tivity,  consumption  in  1943  may  reach  30,000  bales.    Officials  of  the 
mills  estimate  the  country's  normal  annual  requirements  for  cotton  tex- 
tiles at  about  15,873  short  tons,  including  11,635  tons  of  cotton  tex- 
tiles and  440  tons  of  yarn  (mostly  mercerized),  normally  imported. 
Annual  per  capita  consumption  of  cotton  goods  was  estimated  at  about  9 
pounds .     Since  annual  requirements  for  cotton  materials,  as  shown  above, 
are  equivalent  to  more  than  75,000  pales  of  raw  cotton,  the  countrrr  has 
a  cotton  deficit  of  at  least  50, 000  .bales. 


TJ  Production  data  for  1940  to  1942  apparently  were  not  associated  with 
th:  proper  crop  years  in  earlier  reports. 
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In  July  1942,  the  Government  authorized  the  importation  of  4,500 
Deles  of  cotton  at  a  reduced  rate  of  duty,  equivalent  to  the  difference 
"between  the  fixed  minimum  price  for  domestic  cotton  and  the  price  of  the 
imported  cotton  c.i.f.  Venezuelan  port.    A  similar  procedure  was  followed 
in  1941,  1939,  and  possibly  in  1940*    An  offer  by  a  Peruvian  firm  for 
sale  of  the  entire  amount  at  17.75  United  States  cents  per  pound  at  a 
Venezuelan  port,  less  war—risk  insurance,  was  accepted.     Stocks  are 
usually  nearly  exhausted  when  importations  are  authorized  and  are  not 
believed  to  have  exceeded  2,000  bales  at  the  end  of  September.

COTTON  GROWING  ENCOURAGED 

IN  FRENCH  MOROCCO  ....  *    ' ' 

Cotton  growing  in  French  Morocco  was  steadily  increased  from  the 
experimental  stage,  1925-1936,   to  1,558  bales  (of  478  pounds)  in  1941 
when  about  4,950  acres  were  planted,  all  in  the'  districts  of  Gharb  (by 
Europeans)  and  Tadla  (by  Arabs).    Production  was  estimated  at  37  bales 
for  1936,  83  for  1937,  240  for  1938,  369  for  1939,  and  876  for  1940. 
There  are  no  cotton  mills  in  Morocco,  and,  in  these  years,  the  entire 
crop  was  exported  to  France.     The  country's  two  gins  are  located  at 
Casablanca  and  Sidi  Slimane. 

Three  irrigation  projects,  new  under  construction  near  Casablanca 
(east  and  south.ea.st)  ,  and  a  number  of  pumping  stations  are  expected  to 
irrigate  about  75,000  acres  '-'hen  completed.     Soil  and  climatic  conditions 
are  reported  to  be  suitable  for  expansion  of  cotton  growing  to  500,000, 
acres  with  a  potential  production  of  around  275,000  bales.    Most  of  the 
cotton  heretofore  grown  in  Morocco  is  of  the  Pima  57  variety,  and  its 
quality  has  been  maintained  by  close  supervision. 

Prior  to  the  occupation,  the  Moroccan  Cotton  Cooperative,  located 
at  Casablanca,  had  been  officially  authorized  to  handle  all  cotton 
natters,  including  instruction  for  growers,  financing,  and  sales.  Cotton 
prices  were  fixed  in  February  1942  by  an  agreement  with  French  spinners 
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and  were  to  equal  ten  times  the  state-fixed  price  per  pound  for  soft 
wheat  (grade  of  1939  crop)  plus  a  preninram  of  15  percent  for  the  1942  and 
1943  cotton  crops  and  of  10  percent  in  1944  and  1945. 


COTTON  IMPOSTS  INTO  SPAIN 
HIGHER  THAN  LAST  YEAR  .  . 


Imports  of  cotton  into  Spain  during  the  first  10  souths  of  1942 
totaled  268,000  "bales  (of  500  pounds  gross)  compared  with  225,000  for  the 
corresponding  period  in  1941.     Only  15,400  hales  (all  from  French  Equa- 
torial Africa)  ^ere  expected  to  arrive  in  November.    Negotiations  are 
under  way,,  however,  to  purchase  additional  sup-plies  in  Brazil  and  the 
United  States.     The  low  quality  of  Brazilian  cotton  from  the  1941-42  crop, 
that  arrived  in  Spain  in  recent  months,  caused  some  disa.tisfaction,  and 
the  Spanish  Government  now  requires  that  further  shipments  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  quality  issued  by  the  Brazilian  Government.

The  arrival  of  large  shipments  of  cotton  since  the- middle  of  1942 
enabled  Spanish   lills  to  increase  their  operations  to.  5  days  per  week  for 
spinners  and  4  days  for  weavers.     Cotton  mills  are  producing  goods  only 
for  the  domestic  market ,■  and  demand  still  exceeds  the  current  mill  output. 

Weather  conditions  in  Spain  were  favorable  foi   cotton  growing 
this  year.     The  1942  crop,  planted  on  100,000  sere's,  is  expected  to  reach 
lc,000  bales,  about  7d  percent  of  which  had  been  delivered"  to  the 
official  purchasing  agency  by  the  -middle  of  November.

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MEXICAN  HOG-  INDUSTRY  RESPONDS 
TO  HIGHER  PRICES  ,  ,  , 

Higher  hog  prices  in  Mexico  this  year  are  expected  to  resr.lt  in 
a  further  expansion  of  the  hog  industry  and  in  increased  production  of 
pork  products,  especially  lard,  according  to  reports  received  in  the 
Office  of  Toreign  Agricultural  Relations.     The  increase  in  hog  prices  has 
"brought  about  a  more  favorable  relationship  between  hog  and  com  prices, 
although  corn  prices  still  continue  relatively  high  compared  with  the 
price  of  hogs. 

notwithstanding  the  expected  increase  in  hog  production,  import 
requirements  of  lard  will  be  large  in  1942-43  if  transportation  facil- 
ities are  available.    Lard  is  the  most  important  hog  product  produced 
in  Mexico  and  is  favored  above  competing  vegetable  oils  for  cooking 
purposes.     Domestic  lard  production    has  never  been  sufficient  to  satisy 
requirements,  and  Mexico  has  found  it  necessary  to  import  lard  in  sub- 
stantial quantities,  particularly  from  the  United  States.    Wartime  in- 
dustrial activitj;-,  accompanied  by  higher  consumer  purchasing  power,  has 
resulted  in  increased  demand  for  lard  recently. 

Mexican  hog  numbers  at  present  are  estimated  at  5,500,000  head. 
An  estimo.tc  for  1940,  based  on  partial  census    returns,  placed  the  numbers 
at  5,470,  000  compared  with  only  3,698,000  at  the  time  of  the  1930  census. 
Preliminary  1940  census  returns  show  that  as  compared  with  the  census 
of  10  years  ago  hogs  increased  relatively  more  than  other  livestock,  or 
about  47  percent,  while  cattle  increased  16.5  percent,  and -sheep  23  per- 
cent.    Figures  for  intervening  years  are  not  available,  so  it  is  impos- 
sible to  show  tic  trend  in  numbers  during  that,  period*     It  seems  probable, 
however,  that  the  livestock  industry  in  Mexico  also  .suffered  to  some 
extent  from  the  depression  of  1930-1935.  .  . 

The  distribution  of  hogs  by  zones  shows  that  in  1930  the  11 
States  composing  the  Central  Zone,  in  the  vicinity  of  Mexico  City,  had 
1,416,000  head,  or  36  percent  of  the  total.     The .  new  census  shows  that 
of  the  23  out  of  the  32  States  reporting  so  far, . the  5  most  important 
hog-producing  States,  in  order  of  importance,  are.  Chiapas    with  547,000, 
Jalisco  with  424,000,  Veracruz  with  385,000,  Michoacaan  with  308,000, 
and  Sinaloa  with  303,000.     Veracruz  had  more  hogs  than  any  other  State 
in  1930.     (See  table,  next  page.) 

C-ood  corn  crops  tend  to  stimulate  hog  production  in  Mexico,  even 
though  only  a  small  portion  is  fed  to  livestock.     The  crop  has  been 
better  than  average  the  past  2  years.     Prospects  are  for  a  good  crop  in 
1942,  possibly  about  2,200,000  short  tons.     In  1941  the  crop  was  esti- 
mated   at  2,341,000  tons.     Imports  of  corn  have  fallen  off  materially 
since  1939.     In  1941  only  26  tons  were  imported  against  59,000  in  1939.

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The  commercial  slaughter  of  hogs  in  Mexico  vras  larger  than  usual 
in  1940,  amounting  to  924,000  head,  an  increase  of  4  percent  above  1939. 
Comparably  figures  are  not  available  for  1941,  but  slaughter  in  the  Fed- 
eral District,  which  represents  about  one- fourth  of  total  commercial 
slaughter,  increased  12  percent  in  1941  and  a  further  increase  of  11  per- 
cent was  shown  in  killings  in  the  first  8  months  of  1942,  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1941.     Commercial  pork  production  amounted  to  124  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1940.     This  appears  very  small  in  comparison  with  some 
other  countries.     In  Canada  hog  numbers  in  1940  were  estimated  at  5,882,000 
head,  only  8  percent  more  than  in  Mexico.    That  year  hog  slaughter  in  in- 
spected establishments  alone  in  Canada  totaled  5,455,000  head,  whereas 
total  slaughter  reached  7,043,000  head.    Pork  production  that  year  was 
977  million  pounds  with  per  capita,  consumption  estimated  at  55.5  pounds. 
Per  capits  consumption  of  pork  in  Mexico  is  very  low,  only  6.4  pounds, 
compared  with  17.4  pounds  of  beef,  while  per  capita,  consumption  of  mutton 
and  goat  meat  was  0.9  pounds  and  0.4  pounds,  respectively.

In  a  study  of  the  Mexican  hog  situa.tion  based  on  the  1930  census 
made  by  A.  Martinez  3arragan  and  Alberto  Fraustro,  the  conclusion  wa.s 
reached  that  since  pork  is  consumed  chiefly  in  urban  areas,  much  of  the 
population  is  without  this  meat  and  to  supply  it  in  even  partially  ade- 
quate amounts,  production  would  need  to  be  expanded  at  least  three  times. 
The  typical  hog  in  Mexico  is  described  as  a  razorb^ck.     Litters  are 
small,  growth  is  slow,  and  it  appears  that  the  ratio  of  weight  gained  to 
nutritive  intake  is  low.     Selective  breeding  is  practiced  little,  and  hogs 
are  permitted  to  range  freely.     Corn  is  not  cheap  in  Mexico  and  there  ia 
lack  of  a  considerable  production  of  other  feed  grains  such  as  barley, 
concentrates,  and  byproduct  meals. 

Mexican  imports  of  lard  reached  20  million  pounds  in  the  first 
9  months  (October- June)  of  the  1941-42  hog-marketing  year,  an  increase 
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of  9  percent  above  a  year  earlier.     Imports  in  tile  entire  season  1940-41 
totaled  21  million  pounds.    Mexico's  largest  lard  imports  occurred  "be- 
tween 1921  and  1930,  when  they  averaged  -55  million  pounds  annually.  In 
addition  to  the  17  million  pounds  already  received  from  the  United  States 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1941-42,  new  orders  have  been  placed  in  this 
country.     Stocks  of  lard  in  Mexico  are  believed  to  he  at  least "normal  or 
possibly  above  normal  at  present.    Practically  all  imports  are- -from  the 
United  States.

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The  September  price  of  live  hogs  was  $10.25  per  100  pounds 
compared  with  only  $7.95  a  year  earlier  and  $5:.73  in  September-  1940.' 
The  price  of  domestic  lard  in  September  -as  $17.07  per  100  pounds,"  or' 
28  cents  ahove  the  price  of  American  lard,  a  situation  favoring  imports. 
The  Mexican  import  duty  cn  lard  in  tank  cars  is  2  cents  per  pound,  net" 
weight,  whereas  the  duty  on  lard  imported  in  other  containers  is  3 
cents  per  pound,  gross  weight.     There  is  an  additional  rate  of  3  percent 
on  the  duty.     Lard  has  -  been  preferred  to  competing  fats  and  oils  in 
Mexican  household  cooking  and  baking. 

There  has  been  an  expanding  use.  of  vegetable  oils  and  compounds, 
however,  in  the  last  decade  in  the  baking  industires  as  vegetable  com- 
pounds became  avail able  at  lower  prices  than  domestic  and  imported  lard. 
The  average  price  of  lard  compound  increased  more  between  1940-41  and 
1941-42  than  did  either -domestic  or  American  lard,  the  increase  being 
48  pecent  against  an  increase  of  44  percent  in  American  lard  and  39 
percent  in  Mexican  l.-rd.     At  that,  the  price  of  lard  compound  is  about 
one-fourth  less  than  the  price  of  hog  lard.     The  price-  of  sesame  seed 
nearly  doubled  from  early  1941  to  1942  and  other  vegetable  oilseeds 
had  a  similar  rise  in  price.  II 
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These  prices  tend  to  "be  influenced  by  the  price  of  imported  lard, 
but  they  pre  also  influenced  by  the  inability  of  the  country  at  present 
to  import  copra.     The  increase  in  the  production  of  other- vegetable  oils 
rill  likely  be  i-.sed  instead,  of  copra  for  soap  asking,  end,  hence,  there 
will  not  be  any  increase  in  the  amount  of  vegetable  oils  for  edible 
purposes  in  the  near  future. 

Imports  of  hog  products  other  than  lard  are  of  little  importance. 
Live-nog  imports  have  been  very  small  in  recent  ye.rrs,  .and  have  never 
reached  a.  large  volume.     In  the  years  1932  and  1933  about  12,000  were 
introduced  annually  for  the  purpose  of  hog  improvement.  Practically 
all  were  from  the  United  States.     Since  then,  annua,!  imports  have  fallen 
to  lorn  levels.  :

CHILE  TO  ESTABLISH  ZOOLOGICAL 

EXPEIlIl:iEET  STATION  ...  ... 

Chile  is  planning  to  establish  a  zoological  station  at  Purrancue 
in  south  central  Chile  for  the  purpose  of  improving  livestock  and.  in- 
creasing livestock  production  in  Chile.     The  station  is  designed  to  serve 
the  important  livestock-producing  Provinces  of  Cautin,  Valdivia,  Osorno, 
and  Llanquihue  and  provide  a  laboratory  for  research  in  animal  husbandry 
and  forage  crops  along  technical  lines  similar  to  those  recommended  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  main  reason  for  its 
establishment  is  that  Chile,  by  the  use  of  the  best  technical  methods  of 
livestock  improvement,  may  be  able  to  increa.se  livestock  numbers 
and  become  self-sufficient  in  meat  and  dairy  products.
